In speaking from the subject, "The 
Human Side of the'Payroll," F. A. Car- 
lisle, of Chicago, before the Quest club 
Friday night at the Wayne hotel, said 
that with the amount of labor legisla- 
tion now on the statute books the 
employer has taken from him the in- 
itiative of many desirable things and 
Is often forced 
by law 
to do things 
which he would rather do by his own 
free will. "While many of the liability 
laws are extreme as far as the em- 
ployer is concerned, yet they must be 
complied with if peace of the state 
is to be maintained," declared 
the 
speaker. 


The speaker said much pioneer work 
was necessary by both employe and the 
-employer before much progress could 
be made. 
He asserted economic con- 
ditions must be realized by both par- 
ties. 
He dwelt on the cost of market- 
ing products, general 
charges, 
and 
overhead expenses. 
All parties must 
be actuated by the principle of square 
deal, Carlisle said. 
The initiative in 
that case rested with the employer, it 
was pointed out.

in Berlin: 


"Our 
enemies have 
dropped- the

After refusing with scorn and 
hypocritical words of love for peace 
and humanity our honest peace oSer 
they have now, in their i-eply to the 
United States, gone beyond that and 
admitted their lust for conquest, the 
baseness of which is further enhanced 
by their calumnious assertions. Their 
aim is the crushing of Germany, the 
dismemberment of the powers allied 
with us and the enslavement of the 
freedom of Europe and the seas, un- 
der the same yoke that Greece, with 
gnashing of teeth, is now enduring. 


"But what they,could not achieve 
in thirty months of the bloodiest fight- 
ing and unscrupulous economic war 
they will also fail to accomplish in 
the future. 
Our gloriui victories and 
our iron strength of will with which 
our fighting people at the front and at 
home have borne all hardships and dis- 
tress guarantee that also in the future 
our beloved fatherland has nothing to 
fear. 
Burning indignation and holy 
wrath'will redouble the strength of 
every German man and woman, wheth- 
er it is devoted to fighting, to work or 
to suffering. 
We are ready for all 
sacrifices. 
The God who planted His 
glorious spirit of freedom in the hearts 
of our brave people will also giv» us 
and our loyal allies, tested in battle, 
the full victory over all the enemy lust 
for power and rage for destruction.

ARCTIC EXPLORERS 10 
BE WEIMINE 


Whale Blubber and 
Tablets Not 'Alone for 
Amundsen's Men. 


' 
Chicago, 111., Jan. 13.—When Raold 
Amundsen, the explorer, left Chicago 
today for Washington, it was apparent 
that the food supply of the expedition 
to the north pole upon which he is 
preparing to embark will consist of 
something more than whale blubber 
and soup tablets. 


Preparatory for the six years' ab- 
sence in the Arctic he purchased six 
hundred pounds of candy and quan- 
tities of other delicacie.s, including ripe 
olives, s^veet pickles, pickled pigs' feet, 
dried fruits, nuts and applebutter. 
A 
ton of meat has been purfchased for 
each of the men who will set out on 
• the exhibition. 
This includes 
roast 
mutton, 
roast 
beef, 
ox tails, poi'k, 
stewed kidnej', ox tongue, lamb tongue, 
ham Jpaf, veal loaf 
ox marrow and 
summer sausage. 


Captain Amundsen said that he had 
also purchased tea. coffee, cigarettes, 
baking powder, dried eggs, dried milk, 
cheese and canned vegetables. 
In all 
fifty thousand cans of food will be car- 
ried on the voyage. 
During the trip 
each of the ten explorers will consume 
400 pounds of coffee, if he drinks his 
share. 
The ship will carry two tons 
of it and two tons of sugar. 


The explorer asserted that after a 
short stay in Washington he would 
sail for Norway where his ship will 
be launched in Christiana in March.

"Owing to the fact that an inspec- 
tion to determine the cause for the 
abnormal condition, occurring from 
December 20 to December 30, was not 
made until the water had assumed its 
normal character, very little evidence 
was left upon which to base an opin- 
ion. 
This 
Investigation, 
however, 
shows 
these 
facts: 
Contaminated, 
muddy water resembl-ng river water 
was supplied from station No. 2. 


"The water 
from 
the 
St. Mary's 
river probably gained access through 
a break in the suction line or through 
sorne one of the individual wells lo- 
cated on its bank, and the opening sub- 
sequently closed by the shifting of the 
sand and gravel on the bed of the 
river or banks of the stream. 
A con- 
dition which caused the contamination 
is removed for the present, but the 
condition which once existéd may re- 
occur and every effort should be made 
to

always 
on 
guard. 
Frequent 
analyses should be made not only of 
the dischai-ge from the pumps of the 
two stations

from various points of the city.

Judge Landis Affirms Su- 
premacy of State 
Statute. 


Chicago, Jan. 13.—The supremacy of 
the Illinois two-cent rate for passenger 
travel within the state Avaa affirmed to- 
\flay by Judge Landis in the United States 
district court when he dismissed for want 
of equity the petition of twenty-eight 
railroads operating in Illinois, for an in- 
|unction to restrain the state authori- 
ties from prosecuting them for establish- 
ing a 2.4 cent rate indirectly authorized 
by the inter state commerce commission. 
Argument for,several days preceding the 
decision centered upon the right of the 
inter state commerce commission to au- 
thorize railroads to increase state rates 
above the point established by the state 
law. 


The interstate commerce commission 
had directed the railroads to relieve the 
discrimination agairtst trans-Mississippi 
cities. 
The court held that the rail- 
roads could have relieved discrimination 
against points outside the state by re- 
ducing the interstate rates instead of

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At the Columbia Clab. 


The fact that that aristocratic and exclusive republican oi:gan- 
ization, the Columbia club, at Indianapolis, has at least a nominal 
membership among republicans in every section of the state serves to 
invest with rather widespread interest the ''blind tiger" raid made on 
the place Friday by police after Lew Shank, former mayor of Indian- 
apolis and again a candidate for the republican nomination, had filed 
an affidavit alleging the illegal dispensing of liquors there. The blue- 
eoats, with Colonel Shank a smiling and interested spectator, swarmed 
into the place and confiscated "evidence" to the extent of some two 
patrol wagon loads, while many eminent citizens who a moment before 
tad been dining in complacent luxuriousness were either plunged into 
n panic at the prospect of unpleasant notoriety or chilled by horror at 
the unheard->of invasion of precincts long held particularly privileged 
ind wholly sacred. 


What will be the outcome as the courts dispose of the case we do 
QOt presume to predict. The Columbia club, if it has been dispensing 
liquors illegally, has no more right to do so and is entitled to no more 
leniency than any other law-breaker of this character. Yet there is 
perhaps no reason for the suspicion that the Columbia club which has 
iu.st been raided on Mr. Slink's affidavit is in any wise different from 
the Columbia club of former years—even the years during which Col- 
onel Shank was maj'^or of Indianapolis and charged with the enforce- 
ment of the laws. Moreover, there are those now unkind enough to in- 
timate that the present upheaval is the direct outcome of the fact that 
the Columbia club members are lined up against Mr. Shank's new 
raayorality aspiration and have been lying in wait 'round the corner 
with a club of prodigious dimensions with the deliberate intent of lay- 
ing it low when they are able to get one good whack at it. 


As diverting entertainment to the outsider more or less familiar 
with the ins and outs of Indiana politics, the situation is most attrac- 
ti\^e, and it threatens to become what Mr. Bryan was wont to call the 
13aramount issue in the Indianapolis mayoralty campaign. Mr. Shank 
is unquestionably strong among a certain element of Indianapolis 
voters, and he has refused to be edged, bluffed, argued or pushed out 
of the republican mayorality race. By the same token, no other aspir- 
ant has so many political foes sitting up nights to detest his political 
aspirations as has this same Colonel Shank, auctioneer, sometime may- 
or, erstwhile vaudevillian and again looking with envious eyes upon 
the mayoralty chair. These are fearsome and distressing days at the 
Columbia club. 


That is no mean distinction which has come to Paul Fortmyer, 
age 17, living in "Washington township and a student at the Fort 
Wayne high and manual training school, to be acclaimed as the boy 
corn king of Indiana in competition with the brightest and most skill- 
ed of the young farmers of the state.

Vocational work Is an extension and 
enlargement of the public school sys- 
tem. 
It is a movement to help people 
learn how to help themselves. 
School 
pupils are often at a loss 
to 
know 
Avhat work to take up when they have 
finished 
school and they often drift 
from one thing to another, 
perhap^ 
doing no one thing well hecau.se tnt'y 
don't like it or are not fitted foi- thp 
work 
Itself. 
Many 
young 
people 
start out in life with no tiainmis in 
any particular line whatever, 
many 
times with no idea 
of 
what 
they 
would really like to do or to become. 
Often young people begin work of a 
juvenile character and drift along for 
years because they do not know how 
to get into anything better or how to 
do something else if they get a chance. 
Vocational work is to .supply training 
and to help the boy or girl to find him- 
•elf and prepare himself for some- 
thing that he likes to do and can learn 
t« do well. 
AVhen a boy or girl shows 
a natural aptitude for any particular 
line that is what he should follow. 
A 
man in Indianapolis 
changed 
possi- 
tions twenty-two times in three years 
trying to find something he liked and 
was fitted to do. 
Luckily for him he 
finally 
struck the vocational 
school. 
Some students in 
vocational 
school 
work are as old as sixty years, men 
just finding their opportunities to fit 
themselves to be efficient in some par- 
ticular kind of work. 
Facts like these 
lead the vocational school educators 
to an effort to enlighten the public 
on the matter of vocational work and 
what it means. 
A systematic effort 
is being made to impress the young 
with the importance of choosing a life 
work. 
The different trades and indus- 
tries are being shown in moving pic- 
tures to children. 
The 
compulsory 
education of children of the state is 
another means to the end. 
But com- 
pulsory education is hampered by the 
lack of trained educators in vocational 
work. 
The 
widespread 
success 
of 
correspondence schools is an example 
of the effort people are making to get 
training that is practical and well di- 
rected. 
There is, too, a lack of inter- 
est and understanding on the part of 
the public. 


"What do you mean by the voca- 
tional school and wfiere is it?" asked 
a young man in Fort Wayne recently 
after dropping the remark 
that 
he 
wished he was fit. for something else 
than to direct customers in a store to 
the department they wish to find. And 
he added that he and his wife gen- 
erally spent their evenings attending 
the moving picture theaters or like 
amusement. 
Until the public better 
understands the reason why of 
the 
vocational 
school 
there, will 
always 
be the dissatisfied boy or girl, man or 
woman, seeking to better his condi- 
tion and not knowing how to do it. 


Mrs. Harrison .gave a report to the 
club of her recent work among the 
colored people in Fort Wayne, 
the 
number of fifty having but recently 
come here from the south. 
Mi-s. Har- 
rison told of the pressing need of bet- 
ter housine conditions and said the 


few houses obtainable for the colored 
people were badly crowded and a rem- 
edy for that condition is an urgent 
one and would make for a better moral 
condition in the city.

U. S. S. Albatross arid type of Japa- 
nese Tuna Chaser. 


(By Mark liarkln.) 


San Diego, Cal., Jan. 13.—^It Is a 
pity that the hands of Mr. Average 
American are so lily-vv^hite and soft, 
and his sensibilities so delicate that 
the smell of fish offends him. This 
over-sensitiveness prevents him mak- 
ing $50 a day! . 


The industrious Japanese, however," 
who possesses no such aversion to 
,fish odors, earns from five to fifty dol- 
lars each day in summer by catching 
tuna for fish canneries in southern 
California. 


The Pacific ocean is a large body 
of water into which you could throw 
the whole United States and scarce- 
ly make a splash. 
On the marge of 
this little puddle, along the coast of 
southern California an infant enter- 
prise is struggling for existence. The 
promoter of this new pursuit is a fish 
—the long-fin tuna, a native son of 
the Pacific. 


Now this tuna fish is a shy, erratic, 
mysterious inhabitant of the deep. 
Very little is known regarding him; 
he _ keeps his habits to himself and 
surrounds the 
circumstances 
under 
which he lives with an impenetrable 
wall of secrecy. 


After getting a fish canning indus- 
try nicely launched, he threatens to 
withdraw his support and leave this 
promising project completely in the 
lurch. 


This recently born business is back- 


ed by a capitalization of 52,000,000. 
And for the past three years each sea- 
son's tuna pack 
has 
approximated 
$2,000,000—a nice, husky child from 
a commercial standpoint. 


Four hundred boats, manned prin- 
cipally by Japanese, go down to the 
sea each summer (June first to No- 
vember last) to catch this blue-back- 
ed, silver-bellied, long-fin fish, which, 
when boiled, is a real delicacy. 


The tuna already has found Its way 
to the tables of Europeans. 
As the 
seasons progress, however, the finny 
yield diminishes. 
And why? 
The 
fishermen 
want to know, and so does 
Uncle Sam. 


Uncle, however, is not so much in- 
terested in promoting the canners' in- 
terests as he Is in enlarging or pro- 
tecting the sea food supply of the 


I American people. 
In this day of in- 
creased cost of eating, sleeping and 
breathing. Uncle Samuel believes it 
good eoonomy to encourage the pro- 
pagation of the edible things that live 
in the. deep. 
'

particularly difficult; there has been 
absolutely no clue upon which to 
work.

At the Big Plant. 


A number of changes and improve- 
ments at the big factory have taken 
place recently, most of which 
have 
been published in the city papers, and 
it would be superfluous to mention 
them in detail. 
Best of all, however, 
viewed by the people of Fort Wayne, 
was the announcement of the big dis- 
tribution in cash in conformity with 
the profit sharing system inaugurated 
during the past year or more. 
Then 
came additions to the plant and in- 
crease in the working force, bringing 
the shop payroll up to a point beyond 
the 1,000 mark. 
The 
improvements 
of the year included two additions to 
the factory buildings; a six story office 
vault; a 
fireproof 
test building, 
the 
only one of its kind in the state, and 
the purchase 
of 
$75,000 
worth of 
equipment, only a part of which has 
been received and installed. 
This year will witness much greater 


improvement to the plant: As • soon as 
the frost is out of the ground, the erec- 
tion of a six-story office building, 50x200 
feet, will commence and as soon as this 
building is completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy, the buildings now used for of- 
fice purposes—the main office building, 
the stone one on the west si(!e of Bowser 
avenue and the old school house build- 
ing, now the home of t?S» printing de- 
partment, will be equipped with machin- 
ery and become a temporary part of the 
factory. 
Then will begin the greatest 
improvement in the way 
of 
buildings 
ever made at the plant—the erection of 
a six-story factory building on Hplton 
avenue, 460x75 feet. 
This building will 
occupy about seventy feet of the pres- 
ent factory site and cannot be erected

until the office building is finished and 
the space now used for that purpose ran 
be transformed into sliops.

equipment means double the factory floor 
space and an opportunity to increase the 
working force, which under present con- 
ditions, is inadequate to the demand.

The writer, in studying the psychology of thla 
diplomatic move, looking at <t only from that 
viewpoint, has used the translated wrlUngs of 
Gustavo Lti Bon. 
Incidentally, it will be inter- 
esting to note that L.e Bon Is a Frenchman and 
that this authority on psychology did his writ- 
ing in 18:^«. 


i'or each of Le Bon's statements of psycho- 
logicai principles set forth, there Is an applica- 
tion of that principle to the European war, 
especially the kaiser's diplomatic peace move. 


Any conclusions drawn should not be taken 
necessarily, as this newspaper's views, but are 
simply conclusions from the viewpoint of the 
•ludeni who has applied a Frenchman's psy- 
chology to a German diplomatic move. 


The allied governments declare that Germany 
knows she is defeated and that the kaiser pro- 
pu:;cu peace at this time In the hope of saving 
as much as possible. 
Other statements have 
been made that the German people are sick of 
war. The German view, as made public, is that 
turtber slaughter is useless.

Hits Psychological Moment, 


. - - - I J A T K V E K may have been the motive or 
V V 
motives behind the kaiser's request for a 
peace conference, he hit the psychological mo- 
ment in his own nation to ask for peace. 
His 
armies-, had Just bew 
victorious in the east. 
Winter was at hand and the allies could not 
hope to do much for a few months. 
The Ger- 
man troops were to go through the winter with 
the general impression over Europe that they 
had more than held their own—even had been 
victors. 


The British cabinet was forming anew. 
Brtt- 
toh statesmen were criticising the old regime. 
A -war council wtthin th« cabinet was being 
formed in order to prosecute the war more vig- 
orously in the spring. 
The British public evi- 
dently felt that mistakes had been made. 
The 
British were banking on what they hoped to do. 
The Germans were pointing out what thoy had 
done- 


Taking the attitude that his troops had been 
victorious, the kaiser, In his request for a peace 
conference, was observing one of tlie first moves 
in psychology, quoting, in effect, from Le Bon: 


"The putting into practice of certain 
ideas among a mass of people requires 
a preliminary and preparatory ^wjtion 
of long duration. 
At times there is a 
sudden outburst that startles, but this 
is only a superficial effect. The prepar- 
atory action must be behind it. This is 
observed in all great historical events, 
the French Revolution being one. The 
mind of the masses was prepared, then 
was easily aroused." 


Applying this principle to th« kaiser*« peace 
move, two motives are easily recognized, euid a 
third one possible. 
The third one waa the pos- 
sible result asked—a peace conference. 
How- 
ever. it is believed that the kaiser never hoped 
at this time to receive the consent of the allied 
governments for a peace conference. 
He prob- 
ably thought it would be rejected. 


One motive behind the move, from the psycho, 
logical student's viewpoint, was to prepare the 
German subjects for greater sacrifices in the 
spring. 
The German subjects will consider any 
refusal lor a peace conference as meaning that 
the allies' war from now on will be for the utter 
destruction of the Fatherland. 
After the prep- 
aration for a new appeal, the minds \>f the Ger- 
mans will be firmly prepared for the occasion, 
when the kaiser will say ' fight on."

The allied countries' editors declare that their 
peoples will never accept peace until Germany 
has been punished—and they name the indem- 
nities to be demanded.

reasoning. Astonishment is felt at times 
on reading certain speeches at their 
wetness, and yet they had an enor- 
mous influence on the crowds which 
listened to them; but it is forgotten 
that they were intended to persuade, 
collectivities, or a mass of persons, and 
not to be read by philosophers. 
An 
orator in intimate communication with 
a crowd can evoke images by which 
it will be seduced. 


"The powerlessness of masses to rea- 
son aright prevents them from discern- 
ing truth from error, or of forming a 
precise judgment on any matter." 


It will be of interest in this connection to 
compare 
tne 
governments 
of 
Germany 
ana 
England. 
The English cabinet has been ac- 
cused of mistakes and a new

In Germany the kaiser is supreme.

Two Viewpoints. 


L 
E BOX points out that the individual mind 
has more reasoning power than the col- 
lective mind. 
There are two ways of looking 
at the British war cabinet from that viewpoint. 
If taken collectively, then, the controlling force 
back of the British army and navy 
will be 
weaker than the same force back of the Ger- 
man troops and navy, because in Germany the 
kaiser Is the directing force. 


However, if David Lloyd George Is considered 
as the one force in the British war council, the 
mind force back of each country is equaL At 
this writing It is expected that there will be 
in the war council with Lloyd George these four 
men: Andrew Bonar Law, Lord Curzon, Ar- 
thur James Balfour and Sir Edward Carson. 


If the members of this council work Indi- 
vidually—each 
with nis special task to con- 
sider, then ho will have the individual mind, 
and the cabinet will be stronger, from the psy- 
chologist's view, than if five men considered 
each matter collectively, but not if each mat- 
ter were considered individually by each man. 


That the kaiser's preparations for peace will 
not bear fruit immediately would be indicated 
by the fact that the British mind Is made up 
to win, and it is the hardest mind in the world 
to change when once determined upon accom- 
plishing a thing. 
The allies have not yet won 
the war, neither has Germany, although the 
kaiser's peace note might give the Impression 
to the masses of Great Britain that Germany 
virtually is defeated. 


The seed of peace has been planted in the 
British mind, which at this time is fixed on 
continuing the war to the bitter end. 
From 
the 'psychological student's viewpoint, Emperor 
William has started his preparation for peace, 
has made his first move to change the Sritlsh 
mind.

Rural En- 
gineering of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
The cost of haulage for 
the group of counties is lower since 
the roads were Improved, it was found, 
even when charges are made In the 
comparative computations for Interest

studies, 
which extended from 
1905 
to 
1915. 
and which included other effects of 
impro\-ed highways than those *n traf- 
fic, are here given.

ARE BUZZARDS A MENACE OR A HELP?

Turkey buizards are familiar fea- 
tures of southern landscapes. 
Their 
wonderful soaring 
flight 
has been a 
subject of study by a multitude of ob- ' 
servers, and the buzzard is not only 
the model but also the Inspiration of 
the American-Invented aeroplane. 
\ 
All vultures specialize in feeding on 
carrion. 
While under natural condi- 
tions the number 
of 
dead 
animals 
available for them Is somewhat lim- ' 
ited, yet when the human population 
Is considerable and jianltary conditions 
not over good, there is much work for 
buzzards, and they fill an Important, 
place. For nearly three centuries their 
work has been appreciated at its full 
value In the South, and -these birds 
have been scrupulously protected. 


The turkey buzzard now is threat- 
ened with persecution 
in 
the 
land 
where heretofore it has received the 
most zealous protection, for the bird 
has been accused of spreading such 
diseases of live stock as hog cholera 
and 
anthrax. 
The 
charge 
that 
It ; 
spreads hog cholera has never 
been 
demonstrated, and until this Is done 
Judgment should 
be 
suspended. 
Its 
relation to anthrax has been investi- 
gated with the result that in the dis- 
tribution of the disease the bird must 
be considered a minor agency as com- 
pared with man and various domestic 
and certain wild animals. 


The nature of their food would indi- 
cate that buzzards have strong diges- 
tive powers. 
The spoils of anthrax, 
or charbon, a virulent stock disease, 
have been shown by two independent 
investigations to be destroyed by pass- 
ing through the alimentary canals of 
buEzards. 
Anthrax spores are not de- 


stroyed in the digestive tracts of other 
carrion-feeding animals, as the dog, 
cat, hog, chicken, or opossum. 


It is true that buzzards may carry 
the germs of anthrax or other stock 
diseases on their 
plumage, 
feet, 
or 
bills, and thus distribute them; but all 
the other animals Just mentioned may

similarly carry disease germs^ on the 
j surfaces of their bodies, as may also 
flies, domestic pigeons and other poul- 
try, horses, mules, and cattle, not to 
mention members of the human fam- 
ily. 
In fact at the 
same 
time 
that 
steps are being taken greatly to re- 
duce or exterminate a wHd bird—the 
buzzard—which may possibly play a 
minor part In the transmission of an- 
thrax. farmers are harboring several 
domestic animals that have far greater 
possibilities as spreaders of the 
dis- 
ease. 
The fact that anthrax may be 
carried by flies Is more than sufficient 
to explain the most severe epidemics. 


Obviously, It is unfair to attempt to 
place the blame for general dissemi- 
nation of stock diseases on the' bus- 
zard. 
Considering the 
multitude 
of 
ways in which these diseases may be 
spread. It can not 
be 
doubted« that 
stock diseases would be as widely dis- 
tributed as now 
if 
turkey 
buzzards 
were eliminated, as 
has 
been 
pro- 
posed. 
What amounts to proof of this 
is the fact that hog cholera at times Is 
virulent and seriously destructive In 
regions where there are few or no tur- 
key buzzards, as In certain Northern 
States and Canadian Provinces. 


Attacks in the South 
by 
buszards 
upon living farm animals indicate that 
there are too many buzzards there for 
the best economic Interests. 
In the 
North, where buzzards are fewer, such 
attacks are believed never/ to occur. 
Reduction In the number of buzzards 
may be deslrab'e, especially if accom- 
panied by or resulting froip a proper 
system of carrion disposal, but there is 
a wide gulf both In meaning and desir- 
ability between reduction In numbers 
and extermination.

Pecan trees are very 
deep-rooted, 
feed far^elow the surface, and do not 
encroaoh much on the land until they 
are big enough to give a profit for its 
use. 
Pecan trees should not be set 
less than 60 feet apart; 80 feet is bet- 
ter, In thèse wide middles other crops 
can be successfully cultivated for years 
until the trees require all the land. In 
this way a planter need not be out of 
the use of his land, but can at the 
same time be gradually changing an 
annual crop that adds no permanent 
increment to the value of his soil to a 
perennial one that, makes 
his 
land 
more valuable every 
year 
it 
grows 
upon it. 
I have never seen a pecan 
orchard that was a success unless it 
was cultivated, at least while the trees 
were young. 
It is for this reason that 
I prefer the term "pecan orchard" to 
"pecan grove." for the latter term has

Wheat is Sure to Follow Ac- 
cording to Statement 
Made Saturday. 


Potato prices took an extreme dislike 
to the earth Saturda5' morning and im- 
mediately started on a flight which waa 
eenvsational. 
Retail prices have gone up 
to $2.25, v.iiile the spuds are going for 
$2.10 on the wholesale market, and there 
are very few at that price. 
If this price 
r-ontinues for more than a day or two it 
will establish a near-record for this city. 
It is the highest ])rice reached since the 
threatened railroad strike had the market 
on its ear last fall. 
At the present rate 
potatoes are selling at about 3>4 cents a 
pound wholesale. 


Wheat threatens to follow right along 
with potatoes and a local miller made the 
statement 
at 
noon 
Saturday 
that 
the 
grain was bound to go up. At larger trad- 
ing centers wheat has been very unsteady, 
but it is gaining strength and a decided 
rise is expected hourly. 


Other prices were all steady Saturday 
with the exception of corn, which brought 
slightly higher prices, 
day was 
the lot of 
fifteen loads making up the day's receipts. 
Seven loads of hay were weighed 
and 
brought ?10.00 and $11.00. 
Five loads of 
corn sold for 95 and 96 cents, while the 
three loads of oats which passed over the 
scales settled back to 52 and 55 cents.

New Building Would Serve 


for Many School 


Functions. 


Fort Wayne and Northwest 


ern Increases Speed of 


Cars Sunday. 


A few changes are being made in 


the schedule of the Fort Wayne & 
Northwestern Traction company cars 
which will go into effect Sunday. The 
changes, however, do not affect the 
starting time of the cars from this 
city, but will decrease the length of 
running time now scheduled for the 
cars. At the usual time cars will leave 
this city each day and arrive in Ken- 
dallville ten minutes earlier than be- 
fore. The same will be true with cars 
leaving Kendallville. . 


The changes in the running time 


are made to make connections easier 
at Garrett for B. & O. trains. At the 
present tinie the interurbans get into 
Garrett just in time so that quick work 
is necessary in catching the steam 
trains. 
By the new schedule there 


will be plenty of time to catch them. 
No revised timetables are ready as 
yet.

If the scheme is car- 
ried out it will necessitate the pur- 
chase of :i strip of ground along the 
east end of the present Hamilton prop- 
erty, from Lewis to Montgomery street. 
Ground in the immediate region of 
the Hamilton home 
would 
not be 


bought. 


The out-door heating plant idea has 


gained marked favor with both the 
works board and members of the school 
board. Heating plant should .be taken 
out of the high school building, school 
board members agree. Planning com- 
mittee for the new convention hall do 
not want a heating plant inside the 
new building.

many has notified Holland that Belgian 
workmen deported from the province of 
Antwerp will be given .the option of re- 
turning to their homes in Belgium and, 
if unable to find work there, of removing 
to Holland, or returning to Germany. 
This step is take* in consequence of 
Holland's representations based on tho 
invitation of the military govetuttr of 
Antwerp in October addressed to Bel- 
gian fugitives in Holland. The military 
governor assured the fugitives that af- 
ter they returned they would not b« 
drafted for forced labor for Germany. 
Tho German communication explain! 
that these assurances were given under 
quite different circumstances, from tha 
present and under the expectation that 
the war would be only a matter of few 
months but that Germany has decided 
to acknowledge and respect thenu 


A slightly 
different "version ,of the 


communication to the Dutch" government 
was given in a dispatch from The.Haguo 
January 11, quoting a parliamentary pa- 
per which was issued by the Dutch for- 
eign office. According to this paper, Ger. 
many announced her willingness: to re- 
patriate the Belgians in question on con- 
dition that Holland undertook to c»r» 
for them if they could not find work, it 
being asserted that Germany could not 
permit them to become charges, on pub- 
lic charity. In this connection the Ger- 
man government was quoted as de- 
scribing the American relief commission 
as an institution of public character, dis- 
pensing public charity.

their opinions regarding this vital ques- 
tion.

councils of the church. In their respec- 
tive fields there are none who speak with 
greater authority. : 


It will-be noted that they not only dis- 


cuss the question of what will happen to 
individuals as a result of the war, but 
what changes are likely to take place in 
the church itself.

The war will undoubtedly serve 
to 


brutalize many of its participants and 
thus serve as a distinct moral check up- 
on the development of the Christian «o- 
rial mind. On the other hand, it will 
have compelled men to re-examine their 
ideals and their faith in the permanency 
of the spiritual order. 


Mere ecclesiastical and crcdal conform- 


ity will have shown itself incapable of 
preventing warfare. We arc being forced 
to consider more thoroughly the funda- 
mental moral and religious ideas of 
•Tcsus and to distinguish them from var- 
ious opinions which have gathered about 
them'during the course of the years. 


It is not likely that the world will 


come to distrust formulas in which tlio 
worth of Jesus has been set forth, but it 
is altogether probable that men will come 
to sec more clearly that a fundamentally 
Christian attitude rather than merely 
ecclesiastical orthodoxy must prevail if 
warfare hereafter is to cease. 


I look for no great movements 
but 


rather an extension of more intelligent 
religious ideas and » clearer appreciation 
that 1'hristinnity exist* not no much for 
tlic rescu" of individuals from evil stir- 
rmitidinx into heaven as for the trans- 
formation of human character in social 
situations. Such a conception of a real 
salvuiinn brought to the world by the 
gospel of Jesus will become a potent 
factor in the shaping up of the social 
morality of the future.

! five years, T feel that a few remarks 
on the tcchnic of the brass musical 
Instrument will be welcome and no 
doubt benefit a few of those tha.t arc 
interested in the subject. 
Music, the 


T>roduct of feeling and knowledge, the 
universal language of nature, and as 
Schumann .said: 
"The outflow of a 


beautiful mind, which Kives us not the 
real but the idenl." It is the language 


j of tones and rhythm. Through the 


eye we oan see :tt leisure in its com- 
plete form a picture, a piece, of sculp- 
ture, a monument or any other prod- 
uct of the plastic arts or of permanent 
existence :md durability, but music 
is the art through which we express 
our emotions, either Joys or sorrows, 
and can only obtain nn impression of 
them through the conjoint operation 
of the memory; that is why music is 
the most living of all the arts. 


Tones are the result of the sus- 


tained and definite vibrations of some 
material body. 


It follows, therefore, that the study 


of a brass musical instrument is to be 
essentially one of Uie production of 
these vibrations. 
By forcing the air' 


from the lungs through the lips into 
the mouthpiece and the instrument, 
the lips are caused to vibrate and 
these vibrations, being communicated 
to the air column of the horn, reach 
the air of the external world. By in- 
creasing the speed of these vibrations, 
either by shortening the 
vibrating 


body or by increasing its tension, or 
both, we obtain a higher pitch, or by 
lengthening this body through the use 
of the different valves (which open 
extra tubing) or decreasing the ten- i 
sion, or both, we again obtain a lower 
pitch. 


The different sizes of bores and 


tapers of the tubes, the shape of the 
mouthpiece, etc.. all contribute to a 
certain degree to the general quality 
or nature of the tone, for instance, the 
trumpet and the cornet. The former 
being of different shape and smaller 
caliber, possesses a, different tone from 
the latter, its quality being of a soft, 
languishing and also if need be of a 
much more penetrating nature, where 
the tone of the cornet, while being 
clear and brilliant, is of a larger qual- 
ity, yet the music for one can be played 
on the other. 


The Ilrst and most important requi- 


sites for success, for which there can 
be no alternates, and the lack of which 
means total failure, are a good car 
and a good mind. The ear must be 
trained before attempting the study 
of a brass or for that matter any other 
inetrumem. 


It is absolutely necessary to take 


Up a thorough course In solfegio or 
singing, and if one Is so unfortunate 
as not to have a voice for singing, he 
should by all means receive training 
in tone perception; one'must bo able 
to "sing with his eyes:" in other words 
he must have a sure conception of the 
sound of the not ft that he mad* h»~ 


fore he attacks, or he will in all prob- 
ability miss it. It is not alone suffi- 
cient to press the valves or Itcys, as 
you would on a piano, nor to Hx the 
lips In a certain position, or to use 
more or less pressure, as none of these 
will bring the desired results. 
It is 


most important to have n definite ap- 
preciation of what pitch or quality 
:i tone should bo before H Is made, or 
there can bo nothing I>ut disappoint- 
ment. 


Any instrument, cither brass, wood, 


rocd or string, and even a piano. In 
thu hands of one who haw :i. hopelessly 
bail ear. will bo but an instrument of 
torture. 


The uar must be trained to the finest 


point of discrimination in pitch and 
quality: the ear nnd also the mind 
must always be the judge and dicta- 
tor to tin; different origins which have 
so much to do with th« production of 
tone. 
Xext comes the art of perfect 


lip control, wherein nature plays »n 
important part. 
It is necessary to 


have lh<; proper formation of jaws, 
teeth. lips and lace muscles. 


Dilferent shaped Jaws and lips de- 


mand different instruments to lit the 
condition. Imperfect lips and muscles 
mean imperfect control, which again 
means imperfect vibrations and con- 
sequently imperfect tones and total 
failure. 


Through proper lip control and the 


knowledge of what tone should be, it 
is possible to produce almost 
any 


quality at the will of the performer. 
For instance, in playing the cornet 
it is quite possible and very necessary 
to cultivate a quality approaching 
that of the trumpet for military music, 
fanfares, etc. Again we must produce 
a tone sympathetic and emotional for 
religious work, one to blend with the 
strings, French horns and voices, also 
one brilliant, and, in fact, any quality 
to fit the nature of the music. 


The next important organ is the 


tongue, the root of evil and yet a 
most necessary one in the production 
of tone; it is the principal means of 
articulation or breath control. Among 
the general public and even among a 
few musicians there exists a mistaken 
idea that a 
brass 
instrument is 


"blown" to produce a sound; nothing 
can be farther from being correct, as 
it is the proper use of the tongue and 
thorough control of the breath and 
not the blowing that produces the 
proper tone. 


Afterwards we come to the fingers, 


which, in order to respond instantly 
and accurately to the mind, must un- 
dergo a long siege of training. 


Considering that all of the above 


mentioned 
organs have undergone 


their individual training, it still re- 
mains, for the proper production of 
tone, that all of these are trained to 
work instantly and in perfect unison 
through the dictation of the eye and 
mind. 


Much depends on the physical char- 


acteristics of the different aspirants 
to the study of the band instruments, 
to determjne their success on any one 
of these as nature has not seen fit to 
make every one alike; some will make 
good on one, where others will be fail- 
ures, but, after all, I consider it rather 
a fallacy and contemptible for any- 
one to underrate any particular in- 
strument, as e-ach one from the piccolo 
down to the bass has unlimited possi- 
bilities, and in the hands of an ambi- 
tious and intelligeent student can and 
should be played as fluently, as deli- 
cately and as accurately as any other, 
not barring the string family. 


Art is the end the student has in 


view, and study is the means to that 
end.

Jn short, psychol- 
ogy, the science of the human sou!, the knowl- 
edge ol how the human mind works and the 
causf;s. was used as a two-edged sword by Em- 
peror William "when he sent his recent note to 
the neutral nations asking: for a peace confer- 
ence. 


The v.Tlter, in studying tha psychology of this 


diplomatic move, looking at U only from that 
viewpoint, has used the translated writings ot 
CSustavc Le Bon. Incidentally, It will be Inter- 
esting to note that Le Bon is a Frenchman and 
that this authority on psychology did his wrlt- 
Ine In 3896. 


For each ot L,e Bon's statements o£ psycho- 


logical principles set forth, there Is an applica- 
tion of that principle to the European war, 
especially the kaiser's diplomatic peace move. 


Any conclusions drawn should not be taken 


necessarily, as this newspaper's views, but are 
simply conclusions from tha viewpoint of the 
student -who has applied a Frenchman's psy- 
chology to a German diplomatic move. 


The allied governments declare that Germany 


knows, she is defeated and that the kaiser pro- 
puicu peace at this time In the hope of saving 
as much &a possible. 
Other statements have 


been made that the German people (ire sick of 
war. The German view, as made public, is that 
further slaughter la useless. 


However, taking the allies' explanation for 


the note—that Germany Is seeking peace be- 
cause she Is defeated, and that the Gorman peo- 
plo soon will refuse to further sarrlflro more 
lives the big fact that stands out is that tho 
knitter was tho one who asked peace. Tho sub- 
Jact« of every nation In Europe at this time ab- 
hor war. Scarcely a person llve» in any of the 
countrirK at war who has not grieved the death 
of a relative or friend whose life was sacri- 
ficed In the conflict. Most of them have other 
friends and relatives whose lives will ',_• sac 
riflced It the war continue*. 


Hits Psychological Moment. 


w-«»HATJ5VEll may have been the motive or 
\V motives behind the kaiser's request for a 
peace conference, he hit the psychological mo- 
ment In his own nation to ask for peace. His 
armies had Just be«i victorious In the «a»t. 
\Yinter was at hand and the allies could not 
hope to do much for a few months. The Ger- 
man troops were to go through the winter with 
tho general impression over Europe that they 
hid more than held thoir own—even had been 
victors. 


The British cabinet was forming anew. Brit- 


ten statesmen were criticising the old regime. 
A war council within Ui« cabinet was being 
formed in order to prosecute tho war more vig- 
orously in the spring. The British public evi- 
dently felt that mistakes had been made. The 
British were banking on what they hoped to do. 
The Germans were pointing out what they had 
done. 


Taking the attitude that his troops had been 


victorious, the kaiser, in his request for a peace 
conference, was observing one of tho first moves 
In psychology, quoting. In effect, from Le Bon: 


"The putting into practice of certain 


ideas among a mass of people requires 
a preliminary and preparatory action 
of long duration. At times there is a 
sudden outburst that startles, but this 
is only a superficial effect. The prepar- 
atory action must be behind it. This is 
observed in all great historical events, 
the French Revolution being one. The 
mind of the masses was prepared, then 
was easily aroused." 


Applying this principle to the kaiser's peace 


mnv<>, two motives are easily recognized, and a 
third one possible. The third one wag the pos- 
sible result asked—a peace conference. How- 
ever. It is believed that the kaiser never hoped 
at this time to receive the consent of the allied 
governments for a peace conference. He prob- 
ably thought it would be rejected. 


One motive behind the move, from the psycho- 


logical student's viewpoint, was to prepare the 
German subjects for greater sacrifices in tho 
Bpring. The German subjects will consider any 
refusa1 for a peace conference fls meaning that 
the allies' war from now on will be for the utter 
destruction of the Fatherland. 
After tho prep- 


aration for a new appeal, the minds of the Ger- 
mans will be firmly prepared for the occasion, 
•when the kaiser will say "fight on." 


Another motive to be considered Is the fact 


that the subjects of Great Britain, Kussia, 
Franca and all the other nations are grief-

The allied countries' editors declare that their 


peoples will never accept pence until Germany 
has been punished—and they name the Indem- 
nities to be demanded. Le Bon says in effect: 


"Masses cannot be influenced by 


reasoning. Astonishment is felt at times 
on reading certain speeches at their 
weakness, and yet they had an enor- 
mous influence on the crowds which 
listened to them; .but it is forgotten 
that they were intended to persuade 
collectivities, or a mass of persons, and 
not to be read by philosophers. An 
orator in intimate communication with 
a crowd can evoke images by which 
it will be seduced. 


"The powerlessness of masses to rea- 


son aright prevents them from discern- 
ing truth from error, or of forming a 
precise judgment on any matter." 


It will 
DO of interest in this connection to 


compare tne governments or Germany ana 
England. 
The English cabinet has been ac- 


cused of mistakes and a new cabinet was 
created. Five men will have almost complete 
control of the British side of the war. 


In Germany the Itaiser is supreme. He ap- 


points his chancellor. Dr. von Sethroann-Holl- 
weg, 
who is the kaiser's spokesman. 


Two Viewpoints. 


L 


E BON points out that the individual rnlnd 


has more reasoning power than the col- 


lective mind. There are two ways of looking 
at the British war cabinet from that viewpoint- 
It taken collectively, then, the controlling force 
baclt of tho British army and navy will be 
weaker than the same force back of the Ger- 
man troops and navy, because in Germany tho 
Kaiser is the directing force. 


However, if David Lloyd George is considered 


as the one force in the British war council, the 
mind force back of each country Is equal. At 
this writing it is expected that there will be 
In the war council with Lloyd George these four 
men: Andrew Bonar Law, Lord Curzon, Ar- 
thur James Balfour and Sir Edward Carson. 


If the members of this council work Indi- 


vidually—each with nis special task to con- 
sider, then he will have the individual mind, 
and the cabinet will be stronger, from the psy- 
chologist's view, than If five men considered 
each matter collectively, but not it each mat- 
ter were considered individually by each man. 


That the kaiser's preparations for peace will 


not bear fruit immediately would be indicated 
by tho fact that the British mind is made up 
to win. and it is tho hardest mind in the world 
to change wh^n once determined upon accom- 
plishing a thing. The allies have not yet won 
the war, neither has Germany, although the 
kaiser's peace note might give the Impression 
to the masses of Great Britain that Germany 
virtually is defeated. 


The seed of peace has been planted in the 


British mind, which at this time Is fixed on 
continuing the war to tho bitter end. Prom 
the psychological student's viewpoint, Emperor 
William has started hla preparation for peace, 
has made his first move to change the British 
mind.

While farmers' Insti- 


tutes have failed to interest the farm- 
er, his boys' half-acre of corn has not: 
and often he has felt a keener interest 
in the contest than the boy has. 
He 


has applauded the movement that 
could lead his boy voluntarily to gath- 


. er the manure about the farm and 


haul it to the corn patch; he has ap- 
preciated the interest on the boy's 
part t'.at has extended to other crops 
of the farm; he has willingly taken 
his boy perhaps twenty or more miles 
to the corn contest, and he has felt a 
just prl(Te in tho efforts of his boy. If 
his i. ••- has been the winner of a pre- 
mium, his pride and satisfaction have 
overrti'wed; his neighbors have felt 
the "influence, and the movement has 
grown in that district. Thus the good 
influence has spread from son to fath- 
er; the best and most^lirect interests 
of the farmer have been concerned, 
and he has responded. Such a farmer 
can never revert to the type that 
"knows it all," ana that lives and la- 
bors apart from the world.

ARE BUZZARDS A MENACE OR A HELP? 


Turkey buzzards ftre familiar fea- 


tures of southern landscapes. 
Their 


wonderful soaring night has been a 
subject of study by a multitude of ob-' 
servers, and the buzzard Is not only 
the model but also the Inspiration of 
the American-Invented aeroplane. 


All vultures specialize in feeding on 


carrion. While under natural condi- 
tions the number of dead animals 
available for them la somewhat lim- 
ited, yet when the human population, 
IB considerable olid sanitary conditions 
not over good, there Is much work for 
buzzards, and they fill an important 
place. For nearly three centuries their 
work has been appreciated at Its full! 
value in the South, and these birds i 
have been scrupulously protected. 


The turkey buzzard now Is threat-! 


ened with persecution in .the land 
where heretofore it has received the 
most zealous protection, for the bird 
has been accused of spreading such 
diseases of live stock as hog cholera 
and anthrax. 
The charge that it 


spreads hog cholera has never been 
demonstrated, and until this is done 
judgment should be suspended. 
Its 


relation to anthrax has been investi- 
gated with the result that in the dis- 
tribution of the disease the bird must 
be considered a minor agency as com- 
pared with man and various domestic 
and certain wild animals. 


The nature of their food would indi- 


cate that buzzards have strong diges- 
tive powers. The spores of anthrax, 
or charbon, a virulent stock disease, 
have been shown by two Independent 
investigations to be destroyed by pass- 
Ing through the alimentary canals of 
buzzards. Anthrax spores are not de-

stroyed in the digestive tracts of other 
carrion-feeding animals, as the dog, 
cat, hog, chicken, or opossum.

It Is true that buzzards may carry' 


the germs of anthrax or other stock 
diseases on their plumage, feet, or 
bills, and thus distribute them; but all 
the other animals just mentioned may

similarly carry disease germs on the 
surfaces of their bodies, as may also 
flies, domestic pigeons and other poul- 
try, horses, mules, and cattle, not to 
mention members of the human fam- 
ily. In fact at the same time that 
steps are being taken greatly to re- 
duce or exterminate a wild bird—the 
buzzard—which may possibly play a 
minor part in the transmission of an- 
thrax, farmers are harboring several 
domestic animals that have far greater 
possibilities as spreaders of the dis- 
ease. The fact that anthrax may be 
carried by files is more than sufficient 
to explain the most severe epidemics. 


Obviously, it Is unfair to attempt to 


place the blame for general dissemi- 
nation of stock diseases on the buz- 
zard. 
Considering the multitude of 


ways in which these diseases may be 
spread, it can not be doubted that 
stock diseases would be as widely dis- 
tributed as now if turkey 
buzzards 


were eliminated, as has been pro- 
posed. What amounts to proof of this 
Is the fact that hog cholera at times is 
virulent and seriously destructive in 
regions where there are few or no tur- 
key buzzards, as in certain Northern 
States and Canadian Provinces. 


Attacks In the South by buzzards 


upon living farm animals indicate that 
there are too many buzzards there for 
the best economic interests. 
In the 


North, where buzzards are fewer, such 
attacks are believed never to occur. 
Reduction in the number of buzzards 
may be desirable, especially if accom- 
panied by or resulting from a proper 
system of carrion disposal, but there is 
a wide gulf both in meaning and desir- 
ability between reduction In numbers 
and extermination.

Potato prices took an extreme dislike 


to the earth Saturday morning and im- 
mediately started on a flight which was 
sensational. Retail prices have gone up 
to $2.25, while the spuds are going for 
$2.10 on the wholesale market, and there 
•are very few at that pnco. If this price 
Continues for more than a day or two it 
will establish u near-record for this city. 
It is the highest price reached since the 
threatened railroad strike had the market 
on its car last fall. At the present rate 
potatoes are selling at about 3VI cents a 
pound wholesale. 


Wheat threatens to follow right along 


with potatoes and a local miller made the 
statement at noon 
Saturday that the 


grain was bound to go up. At larger trad- 
Ins centers wheat has been very unsteady, 
but it is gaining strength and a decided 
rise is expected hourly. 


Other prices were all steady Saturday 


with the exception of corn, which brought 
slightly higher prices. An extremely light 
day was the lot of 
the weiglujiaster.
